I J LIAISON Spoke with Jack Brady, Chief of 

Staff, House International Relations Committee, regarding the proposed 
briefing of the Committee by the DCI on the Middle East arms balance. 

He said the Committee would not be able to hold the hearing on 3 May ’ 
and suggested the week of 8 May. He also said that the paper he had 
received from the White House on the Middle East air balance was so 
important that he was going to write to Frank Moore, Assistant to the President 
for Congressional Liaison, who had given him the paper, and ask if he could 
have the paper sanitized for distribution to the full Committee. I thanked him 
for the alert and told him I would try to set the briefing for 10 May,
